Editor Constitution: It was my 
privilege to be associated for two 
years with the church co-operative 
committee of Atlanta. There was a 
variety of cpinion on various subjects 
and difference of opinions concerning 
methods of procedure, but the one 
divine principle of the debt of strength 
tc weakness called forth unanimity 
ef mind and beart. When I think of 
this committee the one impression of 
a championship of the interest of the 
weak is always uppermost. 

Through persistent efforts, long sup- 
rerted by ‘The Constitution, and -with 
the admirable stand { of ‘Governor 
Hardwick, the whipping of convicts 
has been abolished. Georgia has at 
last departed from the black list of a 
small minority of states which use 
the lash in the convict camps. The 
bowl against this humane movement 
on the part of certain prison officials 
is an unintentional gelf-condemnation. 
Their position can only imply that 
the convicts of Georgia are worse 
than the convicts of other states or 
that these officials have less etficiency 
in the management of convicts. We 
u.ust held to the latter as the true 
alternative. 

So the next step in this reform 
morement is to secure a better type 
of officials. There is no place where 
nen of marked intelligence and high 
character are more necessary than in 
a position of authority over our crim- 
inals. We have continued too leng the 
stupid policy of putting men in au- 
thority over criminals who are as 
criminal in character as the crim- 
irais themselves. Brutal treatment 
never makes a man better, but always 
worse, 

The church co-operative committee 
and The Constitution, with the as- 
sistance of the governor, has rendered 
a most praiseworthy service to our 
etate. 

We advocate no weak sentiment of 
fondling and flowers fer prisoners but 
if these prison officials confess that 
thes have no other method but the 
lash fer controlling prisoners, then 
let them resign and men will be found 
who can use the effective methods of 
her civilized states.

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Increased Land 
Valuations as Related 
To Taxation 


Editor Constitution: A recently published 
statement concerning the increase of land 
yaluationg around and in Atlanta: ‘The 
owner of real estate {s in a business that 
whieb the growth of the city takes care of 
automatically—he has no overhead and no 
payrolis except taxes, and taxes are emall 
compared with eventual prefits--the city 
works for him while he sleeps. Fle doesn’t 
hare to worry about real estate while he 
is away from it-~growling population does 
the rest—every new family that moves to 
Decatur or Buckhead or East Point, to say 
nothing of the intervening territory, adds to 
the value of a Five Point corner,."’ 

This is all true, bit the unfortunate thing 
about it is that as the value of land im 
creneés, rent increases, aud becomes a 
charge against business ‘‘while the Jand- 
owner sleeps.’” The merchant and mayu- 
facturers’ business does not increase while 
he sleeps, in fact he spends many bours 
awake when he should’ sicep scheming to 
find means to. pay the rent of the land he 
uses. Ever increasing land value may have 
solace for the landowner, but @s all at the 
expense of industry. 

The following extracts are taken from 
“What's the Matter With Business,’’ a 
pamphlet ftssued by the ‘‘Merchants and 
Manufacturers on Federal Taxation,’’ of 
Chicago; 

“The enormous exploiting power of 
American town and city lands is well .llus- 
trated in a little lot at the southwest corner 
of State and Madison streets, in Chicago. 
The size of the lot is exactly 49x120 feet. 
Since 1830 it has iocreased in value over 
12,000,000 per cent. Its present value, ac- 
cording ta George C. Olcott & Cp., expert 
appraisers, Is about $51,000 a front foot, or 
a total of $2,418,000, It would take orer 
two buadred avd forty-four $10,000 farms to 
bupy this % of au acre.”’ 

Industry Pays the Price. 

This means that in order to use that lot 
industry must pay interest on that amount 
in the form of rent. That is why it -s so 
valuable, Atlanta teems with similar in- 
stances, differing in degree but not in kind. 

The committee of Manufacturers and Mer- 
chants propose to tax land values and thus 
let the producers get the benefit of their 
activities, for the tax on land values can’t 
be shifted on the tenant and municipal ex- 
penses will be paid automatically from the 
fund which produces them, 

Théodore Roosevelt proposed this remedy 
in the Century Magazine October, 1913, in 
saying, “‘The burden of taxation should be 
so shifted as to put the weight upon the un- 
earned rise in the value of land itself, 
rather than upon the Improvements, the ef- 
fort being to prevent the undue rise of 
rent.’’

Off to Point Where Pub-

New York, April 12.—There are 
some pool managers in Wall street 
who are wondering if the wisest policy 
would not be to let prices of stocks 
sell off to a point where the public 
would be attracted by actual value, 
One strong argument against this is 
the heavy government financing now 
only a month off. <A collapse in se- 
curities at this time might make the 
government financing extremely diffi- 
cult. However, as one well-known 
banker said today: “Don't forget 
that in the machinery of the 12 fed- 
eral reserve banks used during the 
war to sell billions of dollars worth 
of bonds the government has anh agent 
that could under almost any condi- 
tion make the coming bond issue go. 
All they would have to do would be 
to come to this bank and others and 
say, ‘we put you down for so many 
bonds to hold or sell.’ ” 

Information was obtained todar 
leading to the belief tnat a very large 
trader who bas recently had no po- 
sition in the stock market has been 
caught heavily short of cotton and 
grain. His losses in this direction 
are believed to be very large.
